In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
wan'anting favorable action must be filed by the applicant.

If additional correspondence from the examiner is not likely before ah allowance or if other 
circumstances dictate, the Fonm should be mailed promptly after the interview rather than with the next official communication.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Attorney proposed amending claim 4 to include the limitation "an 
isoelectric point of the composite metal oxide is more than 3.5" as recited in clairh 1 . Attorney urged that Brotzman et 
al. does not teach the proposed isoelectric point limitation because the composite metal oxide of the Brotzman et al. is 
made by a different method. This appears to distinguish over the composite material of Brotzman et al. However, 
Examiner indicated will reconsider the art rejection and update the search.
